GENERAL  DISCUSSION 

The  schools  in  Bennington  opened  last  September 
with  a  registration  of  one  hundred  fifteen.  Twenty  of 
these  are  in  the  High  school  which  consists  of  grades  nine 
and  ten.  There  was  one  change  in  our  teaching  staff. 
Mr.  Stewart  Thompson  replaced  the  former  principal  of 
the  high  school.  Every  teacher  is  making  a  valuable 
contribution  to  the  welfare  of?  the  school.  Several 
changes  have  been  made  in  the  high  school  organization 
and  curriculum  during  the  past  five  years,  all  of  which 
have  been  previously  reported.  A  new  course,  namely 
economics,  taught  on  a  high  school  level  has  been  added 
this  year,  as  an  elective  course  to  make  it  possible  for 
several  pupils  to  take  something  else  other  than  plane 
geometry,  a  subject  which  they  either  did  not  need,  or 
cannot  pursue  successfully. 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  new  principal  a  greater 
interest  than  ever  has  been  stimulated  in  athletic  activ- 
ities and  in  clubs,  not  only  among  the  boys  but  the  girls. 
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Plays  and  public  speaking  are  being  encouraged  by  all 
the  teachers.  All  of  which  activities  teach  children  the 
worthy  use  of  leisure  time,  which  is  one  of  the  accepted 
cardinal  principles  of  education  at  the  present  time. 

I  have  kept  in  constant  touch  with  the  school  system 
by  my  attendance  at  school  board  meetings,  and  by  my 
inspection  and  supervision  of  the  teachers'  classroom 
work,  as  well  as  acting  as  purchasing  agent  of  the  school 
board,  to  furnish  the  necessary  books  and  supplies  neces- 
sary for  the  teachers  and  pupils.
